Type-Setting Machine.— The editor of the 
Montreal Gazette is in Paris, looking at the 
sights in the great exhibition there. He writes 
as follows: 

The exhibition is most complete now, and is 
admitted to be superior to the London exhibition 
of 1851. A Western editor and myself have re- 
turned from examining a type-setting and dis- 
tributing machine. It does its work correctly 
and quickly, and will, I have no doubt, super- 
sede hand-setting. Though it looks complica- 
ted, it is really a very simple construction, and 
in eight or ten minutes I learned to set by it. I 
could set this up in about an eighth of the time I 
take to write it. I fear, h owever, I shall be un- 
able to give you a description which will b^ in- 
telligible to your readers. The type, instead of 
being thrown into the boxes in a case, as for 
hand-setting, are placed in grooves of about 
three-quarters of an inch in depth, separated 
from each other by brass ruh s like column rules. 
They require to be set up in these by hand be- 
fore commencing to compose. Then if you 
want a letter you touch a key like that of a 
piano, which tosses it into another inclined 
groove in which it slides down a certain dis- 
tance, when it is lifted upright by a jerk from a 
crank — so the types are carried on until your 
line is set up, when you touch a spring and they 
are dropped into a galley below, which moves 
along sufficiently at the same time to receive the 
next line. So it goes on till the galley is full, 
when it is removed to be proved and placed in 
the form. In distributing, the reverse action is 
produced. There can b' no longer a doubt that, 
with some slight modifications, the machine will 
succeed. Steps will immediately be taken to 
secure a patent in Canada and the United States. 



American Iron Purchased for the Iron 
Mountain Railway. — We are glad to learn 
that the Hon. Luther M. Kennett, president of 
the Iron Mountain (Mo.) Railway Company, 
has made a contract at advantageous rates with 
Messrs. Wood, Morrell, &. Co., of the Cambria 
Works, at Jamestown, Pennsylvania, for nine 
thousand tons of rails, to be manufactured at 
their works and delivered on the line of the 
road in Missouri, between the 1st December. 
1855, and 1st July, 1856. This rail is to weigh 
62 pounds to the yard, and the quantity con- 
tracted for is sufficient for the entire road to 
Pilot Knob. The works at which this iron is 
to be manufactured are among the most exten- 
sive in the United States; the parties in interest 
are in every way responsible, and knowing the 
quality of material, perfection of machinery, 
and skill of the workmen engaged, we have no 
doubt that the iron will be of very superior 
quality. We are glad to see some little atten- 
tion is being paid to the question of interest in 
the purchase of iron; we refer to the quality. 
The desire to get a new road ironed, heretofore, 
has led to the purchase of many cargoes of in- 
ferior foreign iron at a high cost, when it would 
have been true economy to have waited

An Interesting Trial. — A singular trial has

Summary of News. — A dispute occurred on 
the 1st of July, between Mr. Samuel Hermann, 
of La., and now residing in this city, and M. 
Dillon, the French Consul. M. Dillon having 
wri te n some offensive communications to his 
governmen respecting the French residents of 
California, the subject was taken up by Mr. 
Hermann, and. the 'Consul refusing to explain, 
he was slapped in the face by Mr. Hermann. A 
duel between the parties was anticipated but 
did not transpire, there being a disagreement re- 
specting the weapons. Mr. Hermann, being the 
challenged party, chose small swords, to which 
the friends of Mr. Dillon objected, on the^round 
that he did not understand their use, and so the 
matter rests. The French residents are anxious 
that their Consul, who is a member of the Le- 
gion of Honor, shall avenge the insult he, as 
well a* the French nation has received. 

The city was thrown into great excitement on 
the evening of the 12th inst., by the rumor that 
Messrs. A. A. Cohen, late receivers of the as- 
sets of Adams &. Co., and L C. Woods, a mem- 
ber of that firm, had been charged with frauds 
to the amount of $400,000, by Judge Chambers, 
of the late firm of Page, Bacon, & Co. In an 
affidavit of Judge Chambers, he alleges that the 
firm of Adams it Co. have been engaged for the 
last four years in palming off inferior dust upon 
the firm of Page, Bacon, &. Co.; that a regular- 
ly organized band of disguised accomplices 
has been maintained in the various mining dis- 
tricts of the interior where gold dust is bought 
and sold. The document is lengthy and to the 
point. The complainant brings as witness, H. 
A. Whiting, Esq., and James King, a leading 
banker of this city. The defendants have been 
held to bail in the sum of 420,000 each, and an 
order of arrest issued from the 12th District 
Cour*. They have published a charge promis- 
ing to refute these charges. 

Duels are b scorning again fashionable. Two 
occurred on the 12th, one in the vicinity of the 
Mission Dolores, between two French mer- 
chants, and another at Contra Costa, also be- 
tween Frenchmen. The weapons were small 
swords in both instances. M. Saulnier, a wine 
dealer, one of the parties, was dangerously 
wounded in the abdomen. 

The weather in the interior continues to be 
excessively warm. At the fork of the Cosum- 
nes river, for instance, in El Dorado county, the 
mercury stood at 120 deg. in the shade. Other 
remarkable statistics of the heat are recorded. 

A desperate fight occurred on the 9th inst. at 
Cave City, and another at Calaveiitas, in the in- 
terior, in which three men were killed, and the 
wounding of Justice B ems in Cave City. 

Agricultural affairs throughout tne State have 
suffered from grasshoppers. They are now dis- 
appearing. 

The rust has injured the wheat in some of the 
agricultural districts. 

From the mines, all accounts agree in pro 
nouncing the present one of the most successful 
years since the discovery of the gold. The num- 
ber of workmen is steadily increasing, and the 
yield will probably exceed that of any other 
year in the history of California. The State is 
generally healthy. 

Terrible Calamity— Fire and Lost of Life.- 
About 10 o'clock last night, a fire was discover- 
ed breaking out of No. o3£ Chatham street, oc- 
cupied on the first floor by Isaac Jacobs as a 
clothing store, and the upper part as a residence 
for his family, consisting of Mrs. Jacobs, four 
children, Mrs. Hersch, and one child, Mark 
Seaman, a cutter, fnd an errand-boy, who were 
sleeping in the building at the time. The fire 
had made considerable progress before the alarm 
was given, and by the time that the firemen ar- 
rived the whole building seemed destined to be 
destroyed. 

The first notice which was given of there be- 
ing persons in the building was by the cutter, 
Mr. Seaman, who jumped from the rear third- 
story window, after having been severely burn- 
ed about the head vnd arms. Although much 
injured, his first words were: "There are more 
behind me." 

Every effort was immediasely made to rescue 
them. Mrs. Jacobs and her infant, three months 
old, were first taken out, the former much burn- 
ed about the face, breast, and arms, the latter 
but slightly. 

The child of Mrs. Jacobs, four years of age, 
wai taken out but slightly burned, but her two 
children, one three years and the other two 
years, were burned completely to a crisp. They 
were lying in the same position, on their backs, 
with their little arms and feet stretched in the 
air as if having died in the most excruciating 
agony. They were taken to th»* Fourth ward 
station-house. The erra.id-boy jumped out of 
the window, being slightly burned and injured 
in the fall. 

Mrs. Hersch and child, a girl four years of 
age, were taken out severely burned, and were 
taken with the others injured to the City Hos- 
pital by the police and firemen, where every at- 
tentii ■ was paid them. 

Mr. Jacobs was not at home at the time, and 
did not arrive until after all the inmates had 
been taken out. Words could hardly depict his 
appearance, when told that his two children 
were dead. — N. Y. Sun.

Styptic. — A yountr man named John Barne , 
aged 17 years, bled tb death on Monday morning 
in Buffalo from the effect of a tooth which had 
been extracted some days previous. 

How easily his life might have been saved by 
an application of a styptic; one of the best and 
most easily-obtained is gunpowder. Let it be 
pulverized and laid upon lint so as to get as much 
as possible in the cavity of the tooth, held in by 
the wad of lint or cotton. By renewing the ap- 
plication two or three times relief is rendered 
almost certain. We have never known a fail- 
ure, and have seen it applied to some desperate 
cases.— IT. Y. Tribune.

The British ministry have made a narrow 
escape from defeat on the Turkish loan bill, 
but will be able to retain their positions. The 
bill is progressing. 

Latest. — The Russians made a sortie on the 
24th of July, but were repulsed. Loss not men- 
tioned in published dispatches. 

It is rumored that a secret expedition is pre- 
paring, vvhich is to attempt to force a passage 
into Sebastopol harbor at the same time that a 
grand assault will be made by the land forces.
